File No. HB|5|51192-97.—In terms of the provisions contained in Paragraph 
36 in Chapter V of the Export and Import Policy, 1992-97, the import of consu¬ 
mer goods as listed in Section A of Paragraph 156, Part-lf-Rcstricred Items of 
the Negative List of Imports in Chapter XV of the Export and Import Policy, 
1992-97 (Revised Edition : March, 1994), shall be permitted freely without 
an import licence from Bhutan to India as under :— 

"All consumer goods of Bhutanese origin having Bhutanese contents 
therein atleast 50 per cent of the sale|invoice value, howsoever des¬ 
cribed, of industrial, agricultural, nrncral or animal origin except (i), 
beef and its products and (ii) other items specifically listed in the 
Negative List of Imports.” 

2. However, the import of consumer goods under the above provisions, shall 
be subject to compliance with other applicable laws for the time being in force. 

This issues in public interest.
